4. Give precise description of the stores in respect of which 
an import licence has been sought and ensure that they are 
correctly classified. 

5. Do not fail to quote your Income Tax Verification / 
Exemption number, if allotted . 
6. Attach all the required documents to the application . 

7. See that your application is submitted duly signed by a 
Partner, Director, Managing Director, or person authorised , 
( the name in block letters and designation of the person 
signing the application should be given legibly in the space 
provided for this purpose in the application form ) complete 
in all respects and before the due date . 

8. Submit separate applications for articles falling under 
separate serial number or sub -serial numbers except where 
otherwise provided . 

9. Furnish complete postal address in your application .
